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Tax money 
keeps private 
hospital open 

HEALTH A private hospital 
teetering on the edge of 
bankruptq^ will remain 
open to perform publicly 
funded surgeries in Alber¬ 
ta for the next 10 months. 

But the province’s 
health provider ended up 
pajdng $1.3 million to one 
of the hospital’s creditors 
to bolster its legal case 
that the facility keep oper¬ 
ating. 

The Calgary-based 
Health Resource Centre 
has done about 1,000 hip, 
knee, foot and ankle sur¬ 
geries a year — about a 
third of the total done in 
Alberta — for the last four 
years. 

But an ongoing legal dis¬ 
pute between Networc 
Health Inc., which owns 
the centre, and creditor 
Cambrian Group of Com¬ 
panies had the hospital on 
the verge of shutting

When Doug Wilchynski 
saw the window next to 
him shatter and what ap¬ 
peared to be a pellet lying 
on the floor of the LRT 
train he was riding on 
Monday night, he 
assumed he was in for at 
least an hour of question¬ 
ing. 

Instead, the visitor from 
Vancouver said he an¬ 
swered a few questions 
from transit peace officers, 
was given a transfer and 
sent on his way. 

Wilch 5 mski said that a 
pellet went through the 


window as the train was 
rolling into the Coliseum 
station at about 9:30 p.m. 
He said he tried to pick up 
the object, which landed in 
the middle of the train, but 
it was too hot and he 
dropped it into a crack by 
the doors. 

When the train pulled 
into the station, Wilchyns¬ 
ki said he was led off by 
three officers who ques¬ 
tioned him momentarily 


and sent him away on the 
next train. 

Wilch 5 mski said none of 
the other passengers on the 
full LRT were questioned 
and the train left as sched¬ 
uled. 

“I’m from Vancouver, if

Patricia Dickson, an Ed¬ 
monton Transit spokesper¬ 
son, said a window was 
shattered but officers 
didn’t recover whatever 
caused the damage.

“They haven’t 
stated what it was that 
went through the window, 
just that it was shattered.”

Feds 
move to 
replace 
pardons 

POLITICS New federal legis¬ 
lation tabled by the 
government would do 
away with pardons for 
criminals and replace 
them with harder-to-get 
“record suspensions.” 

Some criminals, those 
convicted of sex crimes 
against children or those 
with three or more serious 
convictions, won’t even be 
allowed to apply for such a 
suspension. 

“It’s not the state’s busi¬ 
ness to be in the 
forgiveness business,” Pub¬ 
lic Safety Minister Vic 
Toews said yesterday as he 
outlined the proposed leg¬ 
islation. 

“The current system of 
pardons implies that what 
the person did is somehow 
OK, or is forgiven or that 
the harm done has some¬ 
how disappeared. Our gov¬ 
ernment disagrees.” 

Under the new 
legislation, people convict¬ 
ed of minor crimes will 
have to wait five years be¬ 
fore appl 5 dng for a record 
suspension and those 
guilty of more serious of¬ 
fences will have to wait 10 
years. 

As well, it will be up to 
the criminal to 
demonstrate that a record 
suspension would 
contribute to his or her re¬ 
habilitation. 

Craig Jones, executive 
director of the John 
Howard Society, called it a 
rush to judgment. 

He said there may be a 
case for a review of 
pardons and parole, but it 
should be done slowly and 
carefully, by panels of ex¬ 
perts, not by “short-term- 
oriented, hair-on-fire 
opportunists.” 

The legislation follows a 
public uproar that began 
when The Canadian Press 
revealed that hockey 
coach Graham James had 
obtained a pardon in 2007 
after he was convicted for 
sexual assaults against two 
teens, including Sheldon 
Kennedy, who went on to 
play in the National Hock¬ 
ey League, the Canadian press

Buried in 
their home 


It took only an instant for 
an idyllic country scene to 
collapse in an apocalyptic 
heap — the earth opened, 
gobbled up part of a 
village and dragged a 
family of four down to its 
death in a muddy crater. 

Authorities said the hock¬ 
ey-mad Prefontaines were 
in the basement of their el¬ 
egant country home cheer¬ 
ing on the Montreal Canadi- 
ens when the landslide 
struck on Monday night. 

“After digging and going 
through the rubble we 
found the four victims,” 
Michel Dore, (Quebec’s 
emergency management 
co-ordinator, said last night. 

“They were found veiy 
close to one another, some 
of them lying on the 
couch in the family room 


in the basement.” 

The first body found be¬ 
longed to father Richard 
Prefontaine. 

The landslide tore a hole 
more than four times the 
size of a football field into 
St-Jude, a farming commu¬ 
nity about 50 kilometres 
east of Montreal. It ate up 
three cars, one stretch of a 
concrete road and most of 
the Prefontaine house that 
once sat by a cliff over a 
tributary of the Yamaska 
River. The landslide pulled 
down that cliff. 

The area is laden with 
clay, and residents say 
they’ve had nasty incidents 
before, including a ground 
collapse a few years ago 
that wiped out a small 
bridge, but never an54hing

Oil-rig firms 
chastised by 
lawmakers 


Congress called BP and its 
drilling partners to account 
yesterday for a “cascade of 
failures” behind the 
spreading Gulf oil spill, ze¬ 
roing in on a crucial chain 
of events at the deep-sea 
wellhead Just before an ex¬ 
plosion consumed the rig 
and set off the catastrophic 
rupture. 

In back-to-back Senate in¬ 
quiries, lawmakers chas¬ 
tised executives of the 
three companies at the 
heart of the massive spill 
over attempts to shift the 
blame to each other. And 
they were asked to explain 
why better preparations 
had not been made to head 
off the accident. 

“Let me be really clear,” 
Lamar McKay, chairman of 
BP America, told the hear¬ 
ing. “Liability, blame, fault 
— put it over here.” He 
said: “Our obligation is to 
deal with the spill, clean it 
up and make sure the im¬ 
pacts of that spill are com¬ 
pensated, and we’re going 
to do that.” 

By “over here,” 

McKay meant 
the witness 
table at which 
BP, Transocean 
and Halliburton 
executives sat 
shoulder to shoulder. 

And despite his acknowl¬ 
edgment of responsibility, 
each company defended its 
own operations and raised 


questions about its part¬ 
ners in the project. 

Lawmakers compared 
the calamity to some of his- 
toiy’s most notorious 
mishaps from sea to space 
in the first congressional 
inquiiy into the April 20 ex¬ 
plosion and so-far- 
unstoppable spill. In the 
crowded hearing room, 
eight young activists sat in 
quiet protest, with black T- 
shirts sa 5 dng, “Energy 
Shouldn’t Cost Lives.” 

BP was the exploratory 
well’s owner and overall 
operator. Transocean the 
rig’s owner and Hallibur¬ 
ton a subcontractor that 
was encasing the well pipe 
in cement before plugging 
it in anticipation of future 
production. 

The explosion is thought 
to have begun with a surge 
of methane gas from deep 
within the well, and while 
the cause is still under early 
investigation, the testimo¬ 
ny provided some insight.

Pope places blame for sex scandal on church's own shoulders 


VATICAN Pope Benedict XVI 
yesterday blamed the 
Catholic church’s own sins 
for the clerical abuse scan¬ 
dal — not a campaign 
mounted by outsiders — 
and called for profound 
purification to end what 


he called the “greatest per¬ 
secution” the church has 
endured. 

His strong comments 
placed responsibility for 
the crisis squarely on the 
sins of pedophile priests, 
repudiating the Vatican’s 


initial response to the 
scandal in which it blamed 
the media as well as pro- 
choice and pro-gay mar¬ 
riage advocates for mount¬ 
ing what it called a cam¬ 
paign against the church 
and the pope. 


Speaking en route to 
Portugal, Benedict said the 
Catholic church had al¬ 
ways suffered from prob¬ 
lems of its own making, 
but that “today we see it in 
a truly terrifying way.”

t’s hard to believe, but 
Canada does not have 
a national bird.

are skewed. The red-tailed 
hawk is in the lead, with 
the Canada goose second 
and the loon third. 

I’m sure the red-tailed 
hawk is a swell bird, but 
it’s hardly a national icon. 
Not only that, its nick¬ 
name is the chicken hawk. 
If you ask me, we don’t 
even want to go there. 

The Canada goose al¬ 
ready says Canada — liter¬ 
ally — but as it has moved 
in and pooped all over city 
parks from Citadel Hill to 
Stanley Park, it hardly 
needs to be encouraged. 

Who can resist the call 


of the loon? Certainly not 
Ontario, which has already 
adopted the loon as its 
provincial bird. We don’t 
want to launch a constitu¬ 
tional crisis by stealing its 
bird. Ontario is feeling 
fragile as it is. 

The gull? Rats with 
wings. Ditto pigeons. 

We could ruffle the 
feathers of our American 
cousins and adopt the bald 
eagle as our national bird, 
as there are more bald ea¬ 
gles in B.C. than the entire 
United States, but as vari¬ 
ous countries around the 
world have learned, it’s 


not wise to mess with the 
U.S. 

Instead, why not adopt a 
bird that has a real Canadi¬ 
an personality? I nominate 
passer domesticus, also 
known as the common 
house sparrow. 

She’s a hardy little crit¬ 
ter who toughs out the 
Canadian winter and sur¬ 
vives eveiything we throw 
at her: Cats, pesticides, 
concrete, nasty little boys 
with BB guns, etc. She’s so 
hardy she’s on the Least 
Concern list of the Inter¬ 
national Union for the 
Conservation of Nature 


and Natural Resources, 
which keeps track of 
species around the globe. 
She’s a survivor. 

And she couldn’t be less 
like the bald eagle, which 
is the epitome of imperial¬ 
ism: Proud, majestic, cru¬ 
el. The house sparrow 
turns up every day, de¬ 
pendable and humble, just 
like us.

Canwest to 
focus online 


The new head of 
Canwest's newspaper divi¬ 
sion says the media com¬ 
pany needs to dedicate 
more attention to selling 
advertising space on its 
slate of websites in order 
to boost profits. 

Paul Godfrey says the 
newspaper chain — which 
owns the Montreal 
Gazette, Vancouver Sun 
and Ottawa Gitizen — 
should adopt a “digital-first 
attitude” when it comes to 
its future 
operations. 

Ganwest 
Global 
Gommuni- 
cations an¬ 
nounced 
Monday it 
had ap¬ 
proved the 
sale of its 
newspapers 
to a group of creditors led 
by Godfrey, who is presi¬ 
dent of the National Post. 
The deal is worth $1.1 bil¬ 
lion, including enough 
cash to pay off the bank 
lenders, which are owed 
about $925 million. The 
chain has been under 
court protection. 

The bid beat 
out an offer 
from Torstar 
Gorp., which 
had the back¬ 
ing of insurance 
and investment 
management firm 
Fairfax Financial Holdings 
Ltd. 

The sale makes Godfrey 
— a former Sun Media and 


Toronto Blue Jay executive 
— one of the most power¬ 
ful media bosses in Gana- 
da. A veteran of Ganada’s 
media industiy, Godfrey 
was hired more than a 
year and a half ago to re¬ 
vamp the Post’s opera¬ 
tions. 

Godfrey said his focus 
on boosting the compa¬ 
ny’s Internet presence 
isn’t a cold shoulder to the 
newspaper industry. 

He said the bid shows 
he’s still confident in pa¬ 
pers, and the National 
Post is well on its way to 
being profitable again, 
though he did not provide 
a specific timeline. 

Ontario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty said yesterday 
that Godfrey can remain 
chairman of the Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming 
Gorp. and there is no con¬ 
flict of interest after God¬ 
frey led a successful bid 
for the Ganwest newspa¬ 
per chain. 

“He’ll continue with his 
responsibilities at the 
OLG,” McGuinty said, in 
response to questions 
from j ournalists.

Glendale will 
pay to keep 
Coyotes 

NHL The Glendale city coun¬ 
cil has guaranteed the NHL 
up to $25 million US to 
keep the Phoenix Coyotes 
in Jobing.com Arena for the 
2010-2011 season. 

But city manager Ed 
Beasley and NHL deputy 
commissioner Bill Daly 
both told the council that 
the sale of the Coyotes is 
still expected to close by 
the end of June and the 
pajmients may never be 
needed. 

Beasley also told the 
council that both Ice Edge 
Holdings — a group of 
Canadian and U.S. investors 
— and a group headed by 
Chicago sports mogul Jeny 
Reinsdorf are talking about 
buying the Phoenix 
Coyotes. Reports have had 
Reinsdorf’s group dropping 
out in recent days. 

The NHL purchased the 
team out of bankruptcy last 
September with the stated 
intention of selling it to a 
buyer who would keep the 
franchise in Arizona. 

The franchise never has 
turned a profit since mov¬ 
ing to Arizona and is 
expected to lose at least $20 
million this year. 

Last season began with 
the team playing in a most¬ 
ly empty arena, but with 
the Coyotes’ surprising suc¬ 
cess on the ice, the crowds 
grew to a rowdy capacity.

Lets have a show of hands. 
How many of you have 
seen a Mitsubishi Galant 
on the road recently? Um... 
okay. Anyone even know 
what a Galant looks like? 

Cue the crickets. 

This, the ninth-genera¬ 
tion of Mitsubishi’s four- 
door mid-sized sedan, has 
been around since 2003, 
and flies so far under shop¬ 
per’s radar it’s almost sub¬ 
terranean. Last year Mitsu 
moved 463 Galants in 
Canada (total Mitsubishi 
sales were 19,786).

HISTORY/DESCRIPTION: 

When the last-generation 
Toyota Tundra was 
launched in 1999, it was 
anyone’s guess how a full- 
sized Japanese pickup 
would compete with the 
likes of established models 
from Dodge, GM and Ford. 
Despite its relatively small 
sales volumes, the Tundra 
impressed owners and me¬ 
dia alike, and quickly went 
on to receive numerous 
awards from industry au¬ 
thorities. 

Tundra came initially 
with a 3.4 litre V6 engine 
with 190 horsepower, or a 
4.7 litre dual-cam V8 that 
cranked out 245. The V6 
was eventually enlarged to 
a four-litre, 245 horsepow¬ 
er unit, while the V8 was 
re-tuned to generate 282 
ponies — depending on the 
year in question. 

Look for a five or six- 
speed manual gearbox, or a 
four or five-speed automat¬ 
ic transmission, depending 
on the model and year. 
Regular cab, access cab or 
double cab bodies were 
available, and all models 
shared the same wheelbase 
and frame. 

Tundra’s features list in¬ 
cluded items like antilock 
brakes, an off-road pack¬ 
age, fog-lamps, power ac¬ 
cessories, leather seats and 
front captain’s chairs. Note 
that dealers offered a com¬ 
prehensive selection of 
add-on parts, organizers 
and audio system up¬ 
grades, too. 


WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Of 

course, capability, power, 
all-terrain traction and car¬ 
go-hauling abilities are all 
praised by Tundra owners. 
Most also enjoy a well sort¬ 
ed out ride, and say the 
looks and performance 
helped seal the deal. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Com¬ 
mon complaints include a 
large turning circle and 
low seats which create a 
potentially-awkward seat¬ 
ing position. Some owners 
wish for a redesigned cen¬ 
tre console, and others 


complain of a harsh ride in 
the TRD Off-Road version. 

COMMON ISSUES: On a 

test-drive, be sure to check 


the Tundra’s brakes and 
tires, ensuring that neither 
is in need of replacement. 
Many owners reported pre¬ 
mature wear of both. Any 


shuddering, grinding or vi¬ 
bration during stopping 
likely means a brake-job is 
needed. 

A check-engine light 


could indicate a bad oxy¬ 
gen sensor, which may ad¬ 
versely affect mileage and 
performance if not re¬ 
placed. 

As with any pickup 
truck, a thorough inspec¬ 
tion of the underside for 
excessive rust, gouges, 
dents or other signs of 
trouble is highly advised. If 
you’re not mechanically in¬ 
clined, a visit to your Toy¬ 
ota dealer for a pre-pur¬ 
chase inspection may re¬ 
veal any potential troubles. 
While beneath the vehicle, 
ask the inspecting mechan¬ 
ic to look for fluid leaks, 
and inspect the suspension 
for signs of excessive wear. 

There’s a lot of potential- 
ly-expensive hardware be¬ 
neath a pickup truck, and 
shoppers shouldn’t neces¬ 
sarily trust that the former 
owner isn’t tiying to pass 
the bill on. Additionally, 
those unsure of the service 
history of the machine in 
question should budget for 
a tune-up and full fluid 
change. 

Finally, ask your dealer¬ 
ship to see if the Tundra 
you’re considering has any 
outstanding recall work. 

THE VERDICT: If you’re set 
on a Tundra, a thorough 
test-drive followed by a 
clean bill of health from a 
mechanic will likely leave 
you with a hard-working 
and reliable truck for years.

Chrysler iDFSO clamps fuel

One of the most logical 
ways to save gasoline is not 
to use any at all. That’s the 
thinking behind Chrysler’s 
Interactive Decel Fuel Shut 
Off, or iDFSO, which turns 
off the fuel supply when it 
isn’t needed. 

Many automakers use 
similar technology in their 
vehicles. Chrysler puts it 
on a number of engines in 
its Chrysler, Dodge, Ram 
and Jeep brands, on both 
V6 and V8 configurations. 


Engines run when gaso¬ 
line vapour is injected in 
and then exploded by the 
spark plug. The resulting 
energy moves pistons, 
which turn a central 
crankshaft; that 
shaft’s spinning 
motion is trans- , 
ferred through | 
the transmission 
and drive shafts 
to turn the vehi¬ 
cle’s wheels.

if you stopped at a stoplight 
(without fuel supply), the 
engine would die. If it gets 
too slow, the control unit 
recognizes it and the engine 
goes into normal fuel deliv- 
eiy operation.” 

The system is seamless 
and goes unnoticed by the 
driver. Fuel is only cut off 
during vehicle slowdown. 


either when the driver 
takes her foot off the throt¬ 
tle or applies the brakes; 
fuel deliveiy remains at 
normal levels during all 
other driving. While the 
engine isn’t receiving fuel 
during the shut-off period, 
it is still operating normal¬ 
ly, and so peripherals such 
as the water pump and 


power brakes continue to 
function normally. 

The system is always 
monitoring the engine’s 
operation, Cappa says. “It’s 
always going to pay atten¬ 
tion to the speed of the ve¬ 
hicle. It’s just calibration 
and sensor input only, not 
a different fuel pump or 
injectors.”

the shortage of rural 
workers stems from the 
fact that women have 
come to dominant the 
profession in the past 
decade.

If a 
cow is calving in the mid¬ 
dle of the night, you’ve 
got to go,” she says. “But 
some people like the vari¬ 
ety.” 

Those factors were on 
Tasha Kean-Clark’s mind 
when she graduated from 
the Atlantic Veterinary 
School in 2008 and moved 
to Calgary to start work in 
a small-animal clinic. She 
loves the challenges and 
regular life. 

“Living in a large city 
with many 24-hour clinics 
means I never work 
overnight shifts, as I can 
transfer my patients out 
for the night if needed,” 
she says. “The desire to 
work jVIonday to Friday ... 
and have a healthy work- 
life balance is the primary 
reason I am in small-ani¬ 
mal medicine. The only 
downside is my love of 
emergency medicine, 
which I only get to do a 
smidge of.”

Don’t go too far with criticism

-his is the tale of 

two cases that to¬ 
gether reveal the 
fate of employees 
who are too quick 
to criticize their bosses. 

Following a number of 
poor performance reviews, 
Ying 5 d Chen had finally had 
enough of management’s 
disdain. Chen, a production 
manager at a B.C. commer¬ 
cial fish farm, decided he 
would fire back. Returning 
from a month-long vaca¬ 
tion, Chen learned that his 
company needed to raise 
funds through a share offer¬ 
ing to existing sharehold¬ 
ers. Knowing that the com¬ 
pany was in a precarious fi¬ 
nancial position, Chen 
penned a letter to the share¬ 
holders widely expressing 
his dissatisfaction with 
management and how he 
felt the company was being 
run. Chen claimed that 
management was “disas¬ 
trous.” According to him, it 
had been “wasting” share¬ 
holders money and the 
company was being man¬ 
aged “on the road towards 
failure.” 

Chen was immediately 
fired. Believing that his 
conduct was not grounds 
for his dismissal with 
cause, Chen sued. Recently, 
he lost his case. In siding 
with the employer, the 
court found that Chen had 
attempted to embarrass 
both his managers and the 
board of directors in the 
eyes of the company’s 
shareholders, and that by 
doing so without a good 
reason, his termination was 
upheld. Although Chen was 
entitled to criticize his 
bosses, it was the manner 
in which he did so that cost 
him the case. 

Similarly, still upset fol¬ 
lowing an angiy confronta¬ 
tion with her boss, Maria 
Van Der Meij wasn’t about 
to go quietly. A supervisor 
at a busy immigration cen¬ 


tre in Victoria, B.C., Van 
Der Meij was burdened 
with a heavy caseload and 
funding shortfalls. The job 
was stressful and tensions 
often ran high. 

When the errors of one of 
her staff mounted. Van Der 
Meij clashed with the cen¬ 
tre’s director about the ap¬ 
propriate discipline. Think¬ 
ing that the director had 
acted improperly during 
the meeting. Van Der Meij 
left the office and later 
wrote to the board of direc¬ 


tors, angrily criticizing her 
boss by accusing him of be¬ 
ing a coward and lacking 
ethical standards. 

Ultimately, Van Der 
Meij’s letter cost her both 
her job and her case, as the 
court found that because 
she had spitefully criti¬ 
cized her boss, her dis¬ 
missal was justified. 

In both cases the courts 
accepted that employees 
are generally “entitled to 
criticize superiors without 
fear of immediate dis¬ 


missal.” However, some¬ 
times silence can be gold¬ 
en. While employees will 
often have complaints that 
are reasonable or justified, 
the manner and tone in 
which they express them 
must always remain profes¬ 
sional. When such criti¬ 
cism goes over the edge, an 
employer is not required to 
tolerate it.

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‘'Courts accept that employ¬ 
ees are generally ‘entitled 
to criticize superiors 
without fear of immediate 
dismissal/ However... when 
such criticism goes over the 
edge, an employer is not re¬ 
quired to tolerate it.”

GRAD HAPPINESS New research 
from Australia's National Centre 
for Vocational Education 
Research finds that undertaking 
vocational qualifications such as 
an apprenticeship or traineeship 
has a positive impact on happi¬ 
ness during and following train¬ 
ing. In comparison, university 
graduates report high levels of 
happiness during their time at 


school, but lower levels of hap¬ 
piness after graduation. One ex¬ 
planation for the decline in hap¬ 
piness associated with a univer¬ 
sity degree is that the time in 
university is particularly happy 
for those who go on to gain a 
degree, with their subsequent 
work and life experiences seem¬ 
ing to be not quite as good.

Millennials’ job expectations very unrealistic: Study 


STUDY Most graduates un¬ 
doubtedly aspire to ascend 
the career ladder, but new 
research suggests some 
members of the millennial 
generation have high ex¬ 
pectations about how fast it 
will happen. 

Sean Lyons of the Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph co-wrote the 


study which looked at the 
career expectations and pri¬ 
orities of millennials, de¬ 
scribed as the generation 
bom in and after 1980. 

Data for the study, pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Busi¬ 
ness Psychology, came from 
more than 23,000 Canadian 
undergrads ranging in age 


from 18 to 27. 

Researchers found more 
than two-thirds of those 
surveyed expected to be 
promoted within the first 
18 months in their first job. 
While the average starting 
salaiy expected for their 
first job was just under 
$43,000, they expected to 


see that annual pay rate 
climb to more than $69,000 
— a 63 per cent surge — 
within five years of gradua¬ 
tion. 

“What we see is that their 
actual expectations for 
starting pay are not that far 
off. However, they have ab¬ 
solutely no realistic expec¬ 


tation about what their ad¬ 
vancement opportunities 
are going to be or what 
their pay increase possibili¬ 
ties are likely to be,” said 
Lyons, an assistant profes¬ 
sor in the department of 
business. 

“So basically what we’re 
seeing is a set of unrealistic 


expectations that are likely 
to be met with dissatisfac¬ 
tion when they can’t be at¬ 
tained.” 

Lyons said the lofty expec¬ 
tations have been built from 
perceptions drawn partly 
from the media, and por¬ 
trayals of lavish lifestyles on

Matters of the heart 

Redgrave, Seyfried search for love in Letters to Juliet

Amanda Seyfried and 
Vanessa Redgrave star in 
Gary Winick’s romance dra¬ 
ma Letters to Juliet. They 
embark on a mission to 
find the lover Redgrave’s 
character left behind in 
Tuscany 50 years earlier. 

The key is the longstand¬ 
ing tourist tradition of 
writing letters to Juliet, 
Shakespeare’s tragic hero¬ 
ine in Romeo and Juliet. 
Girls come to Verona from 
all over the world to leave 
lovelorn letters at Juliet’s 
balcony, which are an¬ 
swered by Juliet’s ‘secre¬ 
taries.’ Director Gaiy 
Winick gave it a shot him¬ 
self ... just to see, before 


committing to the major 
production with one of his 
most admired actresses. 

“I wrote to the secre¬ 
taries from New York ask¬ 
ing for advice. You send the 
letter and you know Juliet 
doesn’t exist, never did, 
but there are these 
secretaries who do 
and they answer. I 
just did it. The film 
pitch was that a let¬ 
ter got stuck in the 
wall and fifty years 
later gets answered and 
that person comes to find 
(the) person they were in 
love with. Eveiyone said 
‘wow, this is great’. That 
became a really big focus 
and it was a great role for 
an older actress. Vanessa 
Redgrave was our first 
choice. She would come 


back to Verona to look for 
her Lorenzo.” 

Redgrave avoided the 
cliche of longing for him. 
“We discussed it in the re¬ 
hearsals but Vanessa didn’t 
want it to go in that direc¬ 
tion. She shouldn’t be feel¬ 
ing a longing for her 
lover, or getting to a 
place where she 
would just want to 
go home. Vanessa 
said she feels it’s an 
adventure and that it 
shouldn’t escalate. She was 
able to build the longing 
even though it wasn’t plot¬ 
ted out and the wonderful 
actress that she is, she did 
by degrees arrange these 
moments.” 

Seyfried plays an Ameri¬ 
can visitor to Verona who 
is enchanted by the idea of 


a living Juliet legacy. She 
set Redgrave’s character on 
her search across Italy, as 
she weathers her own ro¬ 
mantic upheavals. 

“Another layer that I 
liked and tried to make 
sure came across was the 
mother/daughter relation¬ 
ship of Vanessa and Aman¬ 
da, their friendship. Aman¬ 
da brought so much to the 
role, sophistication, nu¬ 
ance, and experience.” 

Winick’s career as a di¬ 
rector of chick flicks 
soared back in 2004 with 
the international success 
of 13 Going on 30 with Jen¬ 
nifer Garner. But he has 
noticed that usually reli¬ 
able romance films are 
harder to make now. 

“Because of that film I 
will always get work. And

Jennifer Garner, we want 
to make something togeth¬ 
er this fall. But movies 
have changed, things got 
kind of weird. When we 
did 13 Going on 30, we just 
did it. Now eveiyone is at¬ 
tached but things are only 
kind of green lit. It’s unfor¬ 
tunate because they keep 


making bad movies, either 
way. They should make 
fewer movies and better 
ones. And considering the 
demographic that rules the 
theatres, the young boys, 
and eveiy movie I made 
was the exact opposite.”

Bulgur with 

Spring 

Vegetables 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/4 cups bulgur 
3 1/2 cups boiling water 

2 tbsp olive oil 

3 tbsp fresh lemon juice 
Salt to taste 

1/2 tsp pepper 
2 leeks, halved 
lengthwise, then cut cross¬ 
wise into 1-inch pieces 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
12 asparagus spears, cut 
into 2-inch lengths 
1 cup frozen peas 
1/4 cup chopped fresh 
mint 

METHOD: 

1 Combine bulgur and 
boiling water in large 
heatproof bowl. Let stand 
until bulgur is tender, 30 
minutes; stir after 15 min¬ 
utes. Drain bulgur in large 
fine-meshed sieve to get 
rid of remaining liquid. 

2. Whisk 1 tbsp of oil. 


lemon juice, salt and pep¬ 
per in large bowl.

3. Heat remaining oil in 
medium skillet over low 
heat. Add leeks and garlic; 
cook until leeks are 
tender, 5 minutes.

4. In steamer set over pot 
of boiling water, steam as¬ 
paragus until tender, 4 
minutes. Add peas during 
final 30 seconds of steam¬ 
ing.
